Three business men, one of whom is a mem-

We have the evidence to convict three

clety circles of running matrimonial agen- 
cles, said Seward 8. Shirer, assistant United 


States district attorney, who secured the con- 


viction of Miss Marian Grey and who is pros- 
ecuting Mre. E. L. Glinn for misuse of the 
mails. “ Their arrests will follow the clos- 
ing of the Glinn case. 

“These men, while not managers of sdul 
mating concerns, are the men who have put 
up the money for the business and are, in 
fact, those who derive the benefit from the 
fraudulent enterprises. While I cannot give 
out their names at the present time, they will 
be arrested before the end of the month. 


Much Trouble in Store. 

A crusade against matrimonial agencies 
has been started and before the district at- 
torney’s office quits, these concerns will be 
driven from Chicago and thie district. I ex- 
pect that in two weeks twenty-two managers 
of various agencies will be arrested.” 

“Since Marian Grey was convicted and 
sentenced for running a matrimonial agen- 
cy,” said Col. James E. Stuart, head of the 
Chicago postoffice inspectors, “our depart- 
ment has secured evidence against the score 
of ‘soul mating’ concerns and has reported 
to the district attorney's office. Many sur- 
prises will be aprung when the arrests are 
made.” 


Mrs. Glinn Testifies. 

Mrs. E. L. Glinn, formerly Mrs. Henry 
Call, and now known as Mrs. Jennie Scott, 
who is charged with using the mails to de- 
fraud while conducting an affinity finding 
bureau, took the stand in her own behalf 
yesterday in Judge Bethea’ s court. 

Mrs. Scott frequently wiped her eyés and

Mrs. Scott said she formerly had been in 
the toilet business—a wort of a side issue of 
a manicure department of a barber shop.

“Why did you go into this affinity finding 
business?” asked Government Attorney 


Shirer. 


“My daughter is a beauty and I knew. 


she soon would be married, sol went into the 
business so as to lay aside some money for 
a rainy day,“ replied Mrs. Scott. 


Always the Same Picture. 


‘You sent the same pictures to all your 
members? asked the attorney, holding up 
photographs of a pretty 18 or 20 year old 
girl dressed in furs, and another of a girl in 
evening dress. 

Tes, she replied. 

Did you not know you were ne a 
fraudulent enterprise? ” 

“T always supposed a person could run 
an honorable matrimonial agency.” 

“Did you ever overestimate the wealth of 
your members when you advertised for hus- 
bands for $22,000 widows?” 

„No, I underestimated all of my patrons.” 


Defense Rests; Oratory Begins. 

The defense rested with the ‘testimony of 
Mrs. Scott and the arguments of the attor- 
neys were started immediately. 

The government attorney drew attention 
to the fact that Mrs. Scott had sent the same 
pictures of women to all her men applicants 
and had placed different persons in corre- 
spondence with women who did not come 
up to the qualification given in her circular 
letters. 

Attorney Murphy replied that Mrs. Scott 
had run a reputable matrimonial agency and 
had attempted to bring together men and 
women who wefe tired of single life and 
wished to find life partners. Attorney Mur- 
phy will close his address this morning and 
Attorney Shirer will close in the afternoon. 
The instructions of the judge will follow and 
Chicago’s second matrimonial case will be 
given to the jury. 


Third Agent Faces Charge. 

Isadore Meyers, the third matrimonial 
agent arrested by federal officials, was held 
to the grand jury by United States Commis- 
sioner Mark A. Foote, and was released on 
bonds of 31,500. Meyers is accused of run- 
ning an agency similar to the Marian Grey 
Searchlight club of Elgin.

EXPLOSION STARTS HERD, 


Several Persons Injured and Much 
Damage Done in Dash. 


Riverside, Oal., April 16—[Special.]—Mise 
Ella Gibbs, formerly well known as a settle-, 
ment worker in Chicago, was killed by an ele- 
phant, the leader of a circus herd, which 
dashed through the city streets this after- 
noon, knocking people right and left. 

The elephants were stampeded by the ex- 
plosion of off tanks near the olreus tent, and 
in their panic crashed through the crowd. 

Miss Gibbs. was a deaconness in the First 
Congregational chureh of this city. Before 
coming here about three years ago she had 
been a prominent worker in the slums of Chi- 
cago. 

Since her arrival in Riverside she had been 
doing mission work among the Chinese and 
Japanese population and also assisting con- 
sumptives who arrived here penniless. 

The explosion. occurred just as a crowd 
gathered for the performance of a circus, 
near the Standard Oil company's yards. It 
shook the ground, and the animals, fright- 
ened by the terrific noise, began to growl, 
shriek, and roar. Keepers quickly lowered 
the tent sides and the people fled. 


Elephants Start Mad Rush. 

All‘oft the animals were quieted in a few 
minutes save the elephants, which burst their 
chains and fied in a panic from the tent. 

Led by the largest of their number the 
pachyderms, trumpeting, swaying their 
trunks, and knocking aside all obstacles, 
dashed to the east side of the town. 
Fences and buildings were wrecked in the 
mad rush of the animals. Many persons nar- 
rowly escaped the infuriated beasts. 

In a short time all but the largest of the 
elephants were rounded up. The leader of 
the herd then changed his course and entered 
the center of the city, one mile distant. 


Enters Hotel; Kills Woman. 

He entered the court of the Glenwood 
hotel. ‘Miss Gibbs was in the yard in 
front of the house’ The elephant pinned her 
against the house between his tusks, threw 
her to the ground, and trampled upon her, 
crushing her chest. She died at 10 o’clock 
tonight. 

The animal then proceeded to the door- 
way, the guests running panic stricken in- 
doors. D. P. Chapman, a guest of the 
house, attempted to swerve the animal from 
the court. He was knocked down and sev- 
eral of his ribe were broken and he was 
otherwise injured 

The beast burst through the door, walked 
through the barber shop, and out on the 
main street, crossed the street, and crashed 
through the heavy plate glass window ina 
store. Before being rounded up ata down- 
town public stable the animal trampled on 
another man and seriously * him with 


his tusks. 


Hurls Keeper Over Fence. 
One of the keepers attempted to subdue the 
animal, but was hurled over a high fence, 
sustaining painful injuries. Not until four 


was the huge beast gotten under control and 
taken to the circys grounds. 

By this time the entire town ‘was in an 
uproar. The women of the east side were 
afraid tg venture into the streets, fearing 
that the herd had not been captured.

Smith, with Frank Brown, had been indicted 
in New York on a charge of robbing the resi- 
dence of William J. La Roche, 31 Plaza 
street, Brooklyn, on Nov. 24, 1905. - 


Men Identified: as Burglars. — 

Both Smith and Brown had been identified 
by occupants of the robbed residence as the 
burglars and the stolen property amounting 
to $2,500 was found in Brown's house in 
Chicago. 

Both men, who were notorious characters 
with police recorde, started habeas corpus 
proceedings, Smith before Judge McHwen 
and Brown before Judge Gibbons. Both set 
up elaborate alibis similar in character, Mr, 
McLaughlin furnishing the principal testt- 
mony in’ behalt of Smith. Brown's alibi was 
shown to have n perjured and the charge 
of perjury was preferred by State's Attorney 
Healy in regard to McLaughlin's testimony. 
Judge McEwen, however, accepted Smith's 
alibi and discharged the accused man from 
custody. Judge Gibbons refused to accept 
Brown's alibland heid him subject to extradi- 


tion. 
McLaughlin’s. Testimony. 

The brief filed at the time by State's Attor- 
ney Healy and Assistant State’s Attorney 
Barnett sets forth the testimony of Skidmore 
and other witnesses to Smith’s alibi and then 
describes Representative McLaughlin's testi- 
mony thus: 

John J. McLaughlin is, however, the star 
witness in the case. He testified that he em- 
ployed the relator (Smith) to Inspect lamp- 
posts that were being painted by him on a 
contract with the city of Chicago, that he 
paid Smith $25 a week to inspect the lamp- 
posts, that is, to see that ne men who were 
painting them did the work properly. 

He testified on his first examination that 
he employed Smith on the job on the second 


introduced an alleged ledger which he said 
contained the entries of payments made to 
Bowers (Smith). 

“This book, McLaughlin said, was his 
ledgerand was the only book which contained 
the name of Bowers, alias Smith. 

He testified that the names of the painters 
were kept upon sifps, that the names were 
traneferred from the slips into the time- 
book each day, and that on Sunday of eadh 
week the account was transferred from the 
time book into the Jedger. 


Pay Begins Before the Work. 


„He was asked by the court if he had the 
original papers, the daily slips, and the time 
book. He said he would bring them into 
court. They weré produced in court, and 
they showed that the first work done by the 
painters on the contract was done in the 
week beginning Oct. 21, and the first pay- 
ment was made on Oct. 27. 

The ledger account, however, which had 
been prepared to show payment to Bowers 
and not payment to the painters, contained 
entries: which showed that Bowers, salias 
Smith, the relator; was being paid regularly 
at the rate of $25 a week for nearly three 
weeks before the painters had painted a post. 

“The proof plainly showed the ledger was 
made up without reference to the time. book 
er the work slips, and the two pages of lead 
pencil entries which constituted the alleged 
ledger were nothing less than a brazen at- 
tempt to bolster up an alibi for the benefit of 
the relator.”’ 

Says Desperation Prompted Perjury. 

After commenting on Brown's disproved 
alibi, State’s Attorney Healy concluded: 

“ Brown's alibi witnesses were thus proved 
to have been guilty of the most glaring per- 
jury and the court had no hesitation in re- 
manding Brown to the custody of the re- 
spondent. The same desperation which at- 
tempted to secure the discharge of Brown 
prompted the plain and ‘unmistakable per- 
jury in the case &t bar. The doctoréd " ac- 
count book of the physician, the afterthought 
entries of Skidmore, the saloonman, and the 
guileless construction of McLaughlin's ledger 
which, unfortunately for him, showed that 
he was paying Smith $25.a week for inspect- 
ing unpainted lamp posts, are all on a par 
with the desperate perjury of the Brown 
alibi. 

That they will fall to secure the discharge 
of Smith, as the same kind of testimony failed 
to secure the discharge of Brown, does not 
admit of any reasonable doubt.” 

Judge McEwen thought differently, how- 
ever, and restored Mr. Butch Smith to 
Mr. McLaughiin and his other friends.

The bluecoats, in re- 
sponse to a sharp command, had drawe 
their revolvers. Were they going to shoot? 
They went through the motions, but there 
were no loads in the business like blue steel 
weapons. The clicks of the hammers, fall- 
ing in response to various commands, moved 
with the precision of a machine gun.

‘Mrs. Maggie Donnelly’s Claim in Per-

Mrs. Maggie Donnelly, a widow, 58 years 
old, mother of nineteen children, was the 
plaintiff. She wept as she told the jury and 
Judge Marcus Kavanagh of her children.

Mrs. Donnelly, who lives at 3815 Ellis ave- 
nue, is a practical nurse. She testified that 
on Sept. 5, 1906, as she was going along 
Thirty-fifth street, between Lincoln and 
Wood streets, she fell into a hole in a de- 
fective sidewalk and it left her a permanent 
cripple. 

My foot,” she sald, “is worse than a 

wooden foot, for it pains me. Formerly !“ 
was able to earn $12 a week and my board. 
Now my earning powers arecut down to $3 a 
week.’ 

She had plenty of witnesses to prove her side 
of the case. Among’ them were three young 
boys who told a city investigator they had 
received $1 a day for their attendance.

One of the physicians who had testified 
that an X-ray photograph indicated that 
the heel bone and the bone just above it had 
been broken in Mrs. Donnelly's injured foot 
admitted under cross examination that the 
deformity might have been caused by rheu- 
matism. There was testimony from other 
witnesses that the woman had rheumatism,

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DEFENDERS OF JEWS CLASH 


Rabbi Schanfarber Resents Views 
Expressed by Dr. Edward Kuh 
SAYS BIAS IS RELIGIOUS. 


Declares Hatred Is Caused by False 
Story of the Crucifixion. 


“As long as the foul. lie and slander will 
be taught in Christian Sabbath schools that 
the Jews crucified the Savior of Christianity, 
* long will the hatred against the Jew re- 

. 

So Rabbi Tobias Schanfarber declared in 
his passover sermon yesterday efternoon in 
Kehilath Anshe Mayriv temple, 

The sermon, to a 8 was a crit!- 
clem of an article Haward J, Kuh in 
the current jesue of the Atlantic Monthly on 
“The Social Disability of the Jew.“ In the 
magazine article Dr. Kuh took the ground 
that it is not religious prejudice which 30 
often bars the Jew from social equality, but 
unfortunate mannerisms which are objec- 
tionable to most of the Christians he meets. 
Among other things he says: 

The Jewish type is not uniform, nor 
do we wish to eoncede the carica- 
turist ig always true to nature; but it 
must be acknowledged the typical Jewish 
figure is not pleasing to the eye. This un- 
favorable physical impression is heightened 
by certain mannerisms, such as exaggerated 
gestures, by the peculiar voice inflection 
which grates on the ear, and by the distortion 
of the English language of which so many 
of our prominent Jews are guilty.” 

Then the writer makes the argument that 
intermarriages between Jews and gentiles 
would have a good effect, and it is thig which 
Rabbi Schanfarber attacked most strongly 
in his sermon. 

Rabbi Opposes Intermarriage. 

It not infrequently happens that attacks 
are made against the Jews by members of, 
their oon told.“ said Dr. Schanfarber 
in hie sermon. Such an attack has been 
made in the current numberof the Atlantic 
Monthly. ‘With ond stroke of the ßen the 
writer brushes aside the prejudice against 
the Jew on the score of religion and com- 
mercial antagonism. The Jew is disliked 
because of his physical. appearance, his man- 
ners, the péculiar inflection of his vo'ce, 
his .gesticulation. The conclusion seems n- 
evitable to the writer. Let the Jew unter- 
marry. | 

Intermarry and for what? In order that 
he may learn the art of being divorced? 
Are there not enough divorces in Christen- 
dom today that the Jew should swell them 
by marrying out of the fold? 

“Tf the hatred against the Jew is not 
religious, why is it that the ict al- 
ready shows itself in the little children? 
They certainly do not know aught of the 
idiosyncrasies and peculiar mannerisms of 
the Jew. As long as the foul lie and siander 
will de taught in Christian Sabbath schools 
that the Jews crucified the Savior of Chris- 
tlanity, so long will the hatred\against the 
Jew remain. It is time that the church were 
ceasing to teach this false doctrine to «heir 
children. 

Jews Barred from Fraternities. 


Dr. Kuh feels sad because even the well 
mannered and well behaved Jewish boys and 
girls are excluded from fraternities and the 
sororities. He need not let this give him 
much trouble. If the conditions described 
by President Schneider of the board of ed- 
ucation obtain in the fraternity houses, if 
revelings and @ebaucheries and things worse’ 
than this prevail there, then it is a blessing 
that the Jewish young men and women are 
excluded therefrom. Surely such manners 
could not be wholesome. |

Akron, O., April 16 — Special Lrerainand 
schumacher, the originator of the breakfast 
food industry in the United states and known 
as the Oatmeal King of America,” died 
suddenly at hig home here last night aged 
86 years, He was playing cards with bis 
wife when stricken and die@.a-few minutes 
later. Though at one time worth millions, 
he died with nothing. He was not at home 
in high finance and after making an assign- 
ment in 18096 he left the American Cereal 
company. 

Fifty-two years ago Mr. Schumacher came 
to Akron from Germany and started a 
grocery. He began to prépare oats for the 
table by shelling. cutting, and cooking it. 
People liked his oatmeal, and in 1850 he 
started a mall factory. In twenty-five years 
he had four big mils working night and day 


to supply the demands for his cereals, and 


other companies were imitating his product 
all ovér the country. 

‘Mr. Sthumacher was one of the early in- 
stigators and promoters of the prohibition 
party. In trying to realize his ideale of a 
prohibition community in Marseilles, III., he 
lost a great part of his fortune. He was 
many times offered the prohibition candi- 
dacy for the presidency. 

Final settlement of tis estate was made 
recently in which he paid all debts in full 
with compound interest. His assignment was 
partly a result of the panic of 1883. He gave 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to churches 
and to Buchtel college. One son is now tray- 
eling around the world, and the other ts In 
the cereal business in Iowa City.

Stanly Fleetwood, for Twenty-five 
Years a.

Stanly eetwood of the fire insurance 
firm of etwood & Pellet died yesterday at 
Atiantic City, N. J. He had been in failing 
health for more than a year and was taken 
east several weeks ago in search of climatic 
benefit.

This beeame clear yesterday vies local 
charity ‘workers began commenting on Mr. 
Allen's reflections on graft in charitable or- 
ganizations—the topic with which he began 
his series of Chicago addresses at the Wom- 
en's. club Wednesday morning, The officia's 
found themselves in a state of sad disugree- 
ment as to the easterner’ s sweeping ztate- 
ments. 

For the most ont officials * the organize- 
tions directly attacked by Mr. Allen protest- 
ed vigorously against his remar In an- 
other. quarter Mr. Allen's statements not 
only were approved, hut were made the text 
ef a plan for regulating Chicago charity 
workers by: means of a state law and a 
municipal licensing body. ? 


Thinks We Need Another Law. 

This proposal came from Ernest P. Bick- 
nell, superintendent of the Chicago bureau 
of charities. 

“I could not go as far as Mr. Allen in 
every detail of his 4 about graft 
in churches and charitable institutions,” 
said Mr. Bicknell, In the first place, we 
have nothing in Chicago on which to base 
such assertions. His organization has been 
investigating the situation in ‘New York, and 
he knows what h@is talking about there. 
Here we shouldn't. 

But iu their essence I believe Mr. Allen's 
charges are true. We have an inquiry de- 
partment in the bureau of charities of which 
the average Chicagoan knows very little, and 
the 1,500 reports which we have obtained 
show us. absolutely the need of something 
to regulate the charities which are now avdsc- 
lutely unregulated. 

“T believe there should be a law regulat- 
ing those who solicit funds for charitable or 
church purposes, and that it should be ille- 
gal for any one to solicit funds who has not 
first been investigated and licensed oy & 
central body. 

“So far as I know, this is done nowhere 
in the world, but I have suggested the idea 
to a number of Chicagoans and I think, #oon- 
er or later, it will be put into execution. 


Can Spend Dollar and Keep Rest. 

As it is, there is nothing on earth to pre- 
vent any. man from starting down Dearborn 
street today and collecting money for some 
religtous or charitable purpose. If he spends 
nothing on charity, he can be prosecuted for 
obtaining money by false pretenses, but that 
is all. 

It he spends two or three dollars on char- 
ity, there is no way of finding out What he 
does ‘with the rest of the money. And you'd 
be surprised if you knew what things. are 
going on every day, right here in Chicago. 

“I would have a nonpartisan body of the 
right kind of men. who would not be influ- 
enced by religious or race considerat ions, to 
assume general control of all charitable work 
in the city. They would be appointed, I sup- 
pose, by the mayor. I wouldu't pay a cent 
of salary. It should be a question of public 
spirit. But I would have appropriated an 
annual sum sufficient for the employment 
of an expert director and for an adequate 
office force. 

** Every other sort of expenditure is safe- 
guarded. Your business man audits his ac- 
counte and we have laws governing the ex- 
penditure of public funds. Why shouldn't 
we watch our charit’ money as closely?’

Bicknell announces itself as prepared to an- 
swer the following questions about any 
charity in Chicago: 

Ie this charity. genuine or fraudulent? 

Does it meet a real need in the community? 

Is it well managed? 

Are its financial effairs conducted in a business- 


like manner? ‘ 
Does it resort to extravagant methods of raising 
‘money ? 


Does it account properly for all income and 


expenditure? 


What are its sources of income? 

How much income does it require? 

What commission is paid to the agent who asks 
the contribution? 

It tickets to an entertainment are offered for 
sale; how large a proportion of the proceeds actual- 
ly reaches the charity?

CARNEGIE URGES A PLAN. Fe 
FOR CONTROLLING TRUSTS. 


Declare Sole Authority to Decide Quee-. 
tions Should Be Given to the Inter-. 
state Commerce Commission. 


Washington, D. C., April 16—[{Spectal.]— 
Andrew Carnegie, in a letter read today at 
the house subcommittee hearing on the na- 
tional civic. federation bill te amend the 
Sherman anti-trust law, expresses the belief 
that the interstate commerce commission 
should be the sole arbitrator of all matters 
of referende, Gesignation, and decision. 

Seth Low, president ot the federation, 
presented the letter, which was written in sup- 
port of amendments along the same Mnes he 
had urged. 

Would Avoid Com 

I cannot too strongly advise against there 
being more than one authority to pass upon 
such questions, and that should be the in- 
teratate commerce commission,” saya Mr. 
Carnegie. If common carriers be placed 
under one commission a&d industrial inter- 
state commerce under the bureau of corpo- | 
rations or another commission, there must 
arise invidious comparisons between the two.

‘COAL ROAD ACT’ TO BE TESTED. 


Attorney General Proceeds with Plans 
to Have Construed Oommodity 
Clause of Hepburn Law. 


Washington, D. C., April 16.—[Special.)— 
The attorney general has decided to continue 
with his preparations to cond@uot a test case 
to determine the validity of the commodities 
clause of the Hepburn act, despite the fact 


that there is a bill pending in congress for 


the postponement of the enforcement of that 
act which is liable to pass. 

That portion of the Hepburn act which 
prohibits rai fro owning commodities 
which they transport is to go Into effect on 
May 1 unless action by congress prevents. 
The attorney general teday prepared a cir- 
cular letter which will be sent to United 
States attorneys throughout the country, in- 
quiring as to the situation of rallroads in 
the various districts which own coal mines, 
the product of which they transport to the 
market, and which deal in any other commo- 
dity which enters into interstate commerce 
over their lines. 

With two special attorneys hard at work 
on the law surrounding the commodities test 
case, the attorney general is laying his 
grounds carefully arf is apparently expect- 
ing to be at work on the case by the first 
of May.

We 
think the issue of any bank notes under 
any proposed emergency currency bill should 
be based on the deposits of either sound com- 
meréial paper, or on municipal or standard 
ferred.

‘HOW ABOUT A NEW UNION STATION? 


A’ recording of deeds' for property 
north of Madison and east of Canal streets 
has a poignant interest for Chicago. It 
is evidence that some progress is being 
made toward the acquisition of proper. 
depot facilities for the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and the roads now using the Union 
station. 

Any progress, however slight, is wel- 
come. The Union station is a disgrace to 
the Pennsylvania and to the city. It is 
inadequate in every respect and unworthy 
from every point of view. It is too 
small for its functions as a depot; it is an 
eyesore and an offense as a public build- 
ing. 

The Chicago and Northwestern railway 
has under way ita project fora great mod- 
ern depot adjacent to the land acquired by 
the Pennsylvania. The two systems 
should make a transportation center of 
that locality. ‘Phere are five railways, 
counting in the Panhandle, in the Union 
station group, and with the Northwestern 
system and its connections a considerable 
fraction of, our railroad activities would 
be included in this single district. The 
long suffering patrons of the Union sta- 
tion lines would be relieved, the neigh- 
borhood would improve so that the incom- 
ing visitor would not get a first impres- 
sion of the worst, and facilities for reach- 
ing the main business and resident dis- 
tricts could be centralized and improved. 

In Washington the depot of which the 
Pennsylvania is part owner is a model 
architecturally and practically. The great 
New York terminal is nearing completion. 
Chicago has been patient. It should get 
some attention now. 


REVOKING MILK LICENSES. 

The commissioner of health recom- 
mends that instead of fining milk dealers 
who persist in violating the ordinances 
regulating their business their licenses 
should be revoked. That is the best way 
of dealing with a man who is found 
guilty for the second time. It may seem 
severe punishment to put him out of 
business, but there are others to be can- 
sidered. The man who sells impure milk 
which may kill children ought to be made 
to take up another and less dangerous oc- 
eupation, The man who is in the habit 
of palming off on his customers milk 
\which, though not bad, is of inferior qua!- 
ity ought to be got rid of in the interest 
of consumers. ; 

When a man who has been fined for 
selling bad milk is brought up the second 
time it is a reasonable presumption that 
fining will not make. him mend his ways. 
Possibly it has made him a KHttle more 
dishonest in his dealings so as to recover 
the amount of his fine. A man may 
reckon that there is more money to be 
made by persistent cheating, coupled with 
occasional fines, than by a policy of strict 
honesty. It happens often that punish- 
ment by fine does not have the reforming 
influence it would have if the offender 
did not calculate that it might be a long 
time before he was caught again. 

Supposedly the aldermen sympathize 
with the wish of the commissioner‘ of 
health to improve the quality of the milk 
supply of Chicago. They can show their 
eympathy by making it possible to put 
out of business effectually men who can- 
nof be reformed by fines. Such persons 
should be deprived of their licenses and 
never should be permitted to get them 
back.

The presence of King Alfonso, the Infanta 
Isabella, and of the entire royal family of 
Spain, excepting the two queens, at the great 
bull fight the other day at Madrid, at which 
the favorite torero, Francesco, made his 
final appearance in thé ring, prior to his 
retirement into ,private life with a large 
prortune at the early age of thirty-six—a 

rtune won by means of his calling—serves 

recall the reason why at all bull fights 
in Port 1 the cattle have their horns 
rendered harmless by a species of shield of 
wood and leather, so that there is no ripping 
up of the rtunate horses, nor goring of the 
men, which contribute so much to sicken 
strangére at Spanish bull fights. 

This method itn Portugal of depriving the 
bulle of the possibility of shedding blood 
dates back to the re of Dom Jose I., until 
whose time the practices in the ring were 
identical with those which continue in Spain 
to this day. 

The old Marquis Salvaterra, it seems, or- 
ganized in honor of his sovereign a mag- 
nificent Corrida, at which almost the entire 
Portuguese aristocracy was present. 

As is sometimes the case in Portugal and in 
Spain to thie day, young scions of the nobility 
took the place of the professional toreros, 
espadas, and matadors, in order to display 
their prowess. 

— 

It may be remembered in this connection 

that the late King Carlos of Portugal, before 
his acceésion to the throne, was particularly 
fond of this form of sport, and frequently 
took an active part im bull flights. 
, Among the young amateur espadas on this 
particular occasion was the only son of the 
Marquis Marialva, an extremely popular of- 
ficer, and u particular favorite of the king. 

In some way his horse lost its footing, and 
before either it or its rider could arise from 
the ground, the bull was upon them, and had 
gored and stamped both in such a shocking 
fashion that the espada was killed on the 

ot. 
ugh reer the extraordinary tumult which fol- 
lowed, the aged and white haired Marquis 
Marialva left hie seat, and wrapping his capa 
or mantle round one arm, drew his sword, 
and entered the ring, determined to avenge 
the death of his only son, or share his fate. 

The bull, with ite horns still dripping with 
the blood of the young officer, made with 
lowered head for the old marquis, who, step- 
ping deftly on one side with an agility amaz- 
ing in so old a man, ran his sword into the 
mortal spot just behind the shoulder of 
the bull, with all the skill of the most adept 
torero. 

So shocked, however,. was the king by the 
tragedy that on the same day he caused 
his prime minister, the marquis of Pombal, 
to issue a decree prohibiting henceforth 
any bull fights unless the horns of the bulls 
were protected with shields of leather and 
wood in such a fashion as to prevent their 
goring either their adversaries or the latters’ 
horses. . a 

This decree, which was issued in the middle 
of the eighteenth century, met with universal 
approval throughout the length and breadth 
of Portugal, where it has been in force ever 
since. 

> a 

While Portuguese bull fights arein this way 
robbed of the sickening features that char- 
acterize those in Spain and in many of the 
formerly Spanish countries of Central and 
Southern America, they afford pleaty of 
sport. 

For, though unable to gore, the bulis are 
still able to toss, and lots of skill is needed 
to avold this, especially in that portion of 
the entertainment in which the mocos for- 
cados appear. 

They consist-of about half a dozen men, ar- 


and after having irritated and aggravated 
the bull in every conceivable fashion they 
wait until he charges upon them with lewered 
head. 

As he approaches, the leader of the group 
takes a fiying leap, which lands him on te 
the neck and shoulders of the bull, to which 
he -clutches, while his comrades at the same 
moment throw themselves on to the bull 
and seize it by the horns and by the legs, 
endeavoring to prevent it from making a sin- 
‘gle movement, if necesary throwing it. 

Unless their leader times his leap correct- 
ly, he is certain to comein for a pretty bad 
tossing, and even trampling by the hoots of 
the enraged animal, and often these mocos 
torcados sustain severe injuries: 

It is only fair to add that inasmuch as the 
bull, by having its horns rendered relatively 
harmless, is deprived of its power of goring 
to death its adversaries, its own life invar- 
tably is spared. 0 

The sword plays no role in the ring in 
Portugal and the only injuries which the 
bull sustains are from the little barbed shafts 
with ribbon streamers attached which are 
stuck into his hide. 

When he has furnished a sufficient amoum 
of sport, a well trained troop of about a 
dozen oxen enter, surround him, and hustle 
him out of the ring, nolens volens, in a most 
amusing and clever fashion.

To Breathe Properly. 

Almost the first lesson that the beauty 
seeker must learn is how to breathe properly. 
Have you ever noticed that women who are 
singers and who have gone in for vocal cul- 
ture have round, pretty waists as well as a 
prett'ly developed bust, firmly set shoulders, 
a weil poised head, and an easy carriage? 

We often mistake a fine carriage for a fine 
figure. The woman who attracts attention 
is the woman who holds her head well up and 
her shoulders back, and who walks briskly 
and lightly. Another women with a much 
better figure perhaps will move along with 
downcast head, stooping shoulders, and a 
slow, heavy walk. You cannot breathe prop- 
erly and have stooped shoulders at the same 
time. 

Begin your breathing lesson in the morning 
the minute you hop out of bed. Raise to the 
half all the windows in the room and walk 
slowly across the room three times, with 
your hands upon your hips and your chest 
held high, and breathe from the abdomen. 
This sheuld be done before any clothing 
whatever has been put on with the exception 
of a warm, cozy wrapper. After practicing 
this exercise every morning for a short while 
you will find yourself in better health gen- 
erally and with a fuller chest and bust and 
a smaller, rounded waist. f 


Oilcloth Substitute. 

I bought ten yards of burlap at 6 cents a 
yard and tacked it to the floor. ThenI got 
two quarts of brown inside paint and one 
quart of apple green inside paint. Then I 

gave the burlap a thick coat of brown paint 
and left it to dry. It takes about two hours 
to dry. Then I took a board four inches wide, 
the length of the room, and proceeded to put 
on the second coat of paint. 1 laid the board 
on the floor lengthwise of the room and four 
inches from the side wall, then put on a coat 
of the green paint the width. of the board, 
then a strip of brown, and so on till I was 
across the room; that formed etripes the 


length ot the room. Next I did the same 


crosswise of the room. When done it forms 
blocks which look like the best floor oilcloth, 
but wears better, and is 2 cheaper.

engaged almost uninterruptedly in the busi- 
ness and practice of sandbagegtng and holding 
up large corporations; and that he has ac 
quired a national reputation of being a pro- 
fessional. in that line of business.”
